LIVES ARE TAKEN 
AND MUCH DAMAGE 


DONE TO PROPERTY 


At Some Places in Southern 
Part of the State Old Res- 
idents @aid the Quake 
Was Worst in Years. 


PANICS WERE CAUSED 
IN NUMEROUS THEATERS 


Several Small Towns Were 
Hard Hit—In Hemet and 
San Jacinto Every Busi- 
ness House Was Laid Flat. 
Considerable Damage at 


Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles, April 2).—All of south- 


ern CéMifornia and part of western Ari- 


zona and Utah were shaken today at 
3:32 p. m. by an earthquake which 
wrecked virtually all buildings and res- 
idences in Hemet and San Jacinto, two 
inland towns 45 miles southeast of Riv- 
erside, Cal., and caused minor property 
damage in practically every town and 
city. 

One man, Frank E. Darnell, of this 
city, was killed at San Monica in a 
panic when he fell off a pier. A woman 
was injured by falling from a second 
story window at San Jacinto, and a 


' number of persons were injured there 


and elsewhere, none seriously. Three 

men entombed in a magnesite mine tun- 

nel near Hemet probably were saved by 

fellow workers who drove an air shaft 

to them, and were expected to dig them 

out before morning. : 
Shock Greatest Inland. 

The severity of the shock seemed 
greatest inland, but it was distinctly 
apparent at nearly every point over 
California south from a line from Bar- 
stow to the coast, and in some parts 
ef Arizona, although no damage was 
reported there. 

In Los Angeles and vicinity the 
damage was apparent mainly in brok- 
en windows. Hundreds of large 
plate glass windows here were shat- 
tered. Geveral large buildings show- 
ed cracks or bulge, but the extent of 
such damage to buildings could not 
be definitely ascertained. 

Homes all over southern California 
were shaken, dishes rattled, furniture 
moved, and in many places the .shock 
was such as to cause the occupants 
to vacate hastily. 

In Arizona the shock was reported 
to have extended as far east as Selig- 
man and Millford in Utah. 

At San Bernardino the quake was 
said by old residents to be the worst 
of years. Scores of plate glass Win- 
dows were broken, 4 hundred feet of 
brick wall from one low building fell 
into the street, and cracks were broken 
in several other walls. 

Panic at Ball Grounds. 
There was a panic at the ball 
where a game was in prog- 


grounds, 
ress, and one man w4s hurt in the rush 


to escape. Another, running out of a 
theater into the street, was struck by 
a passing automobile and seriously 
ed. 
P aeetaaine suffered a shock of simi- 
lar intensity. Ornaments were shaken 
from the courthouse cornice and ‘win- 
ashe : 

agty oe front of the Odd Fel- 
lows’ building fell out, striking two au- 
tomobiles which had just been vacated 
by their -*ssengers. 

“The tremor was first reported from 
Barstow at 3:30 p. m. and apparently 
moved east and south from that point. 
It became most severe in the Hemet 
and San Jacinto section and farther 
north about San Bernardino. 

Coming on toward the coast, the 
tremor did slight damage at Whittier 
and other intervening points and then 
struck Los Angeles 3:32 p. m., there 
being two shocks. y were estimated 
at ten seconds and thirty seconds each. 

In the city, the earthquake broke a 
number of large plate glass windows 
in office buildings. There was almost 
a panic in the numerous theaters and 
picture houses and oné woman, Mrs. A. 
Jacobs, was struck on the head by an 
jron fire escape, lowered from above 
as she stepped from a theater side en- 
trance. 

The city hall stands two inches from 
an adjacent building. The tremor 
swayed them together and crushed off 
brick and stone dust, as well as grind- 
ing an outside pipe into the walls. 

At the city jail there was a panic 
among the prisoners when glass crash- 
ed from the upper windows. Bricks fell 
from the cornice to the street. 

Band Played “My Country.” 

A meeting of the Half Century club 
was in progress at the Old Normal 
theater, in the heart of the city. The

Time Approaching 
For Firing Squads, 
Declares: Candler 


Only Two Places for Pac- 
ifists—Asylum for Failing 
Intelligence or Peniten- 
tiary to Patch Up Morals, 
Asserts Methodist Bishop. 


When Bishop Warren A. Candler, 
preaching at the Second Baptist church 
yésterday morning in the absence of 
the pastor, Dr. Henry A. Porter, de- 
clared that the time was rapidly ap- 
proaching in this country for, firing 
squads to put a final stop to the anti- 
war agitation in some sections, the 
oonersenaien spontaneously broke out 
in a round Of applause, it being proba- 
bly the first time such a thing had oc- 
curred in this church. 

The bishop quickly checked the ap- 
plause, which he had not expected and 
did not want, and proceeded with his 
sermon on “Christian Patriotigm,” a 
sermon that throbbed ‘with deep emo- 
tion-in every sentence and that ap- 
peared to make a powerful impression 
upon the hearers. 

The preacher described, with evident 
feeling, his parting from his own son, 
when he left Camp Gordon on the first 
lap to the front trenches, and added: 

Time for Firing Squads. 

“It pained me more than I can tell 
to see him go, but my pain would have 
been far greater if he had not gone. 
Those of us who have given our sons 
to risk their lives in this great cause 
will not stand to see their perils multi- 
plied by anti-war agitators in this 
country. It is not for me to criticise 
the government in its conduct of the 
war, and I will not do so, but the time 
for firing squads is coming soon, unless 
this thing is stopped. 

“I do not know whether there are any 
pacifists listening to me or not, but as! 
things are now, there are only two 
places for pacifists. One is an asylum, 
where they may be treated for failing 
intelligence, and the other is a peni- 
tentiary to patch up their morals.” 

Bishop Candler declared that every 
true Christian ‘was also a true patriot, 
citing in proof thereof the yearning 
love of the Hebrew nation shown by 
the great Bible writers from Moses to 
St. Paul. Even the Master Hfmself had 
given evidence of His burning love of 
His own people when He wept over the 
fate of Jerusalem. He would not say 
that a man could not be a patriot with- 
out also being a Christian, but he De- 
lieved that the highest patriotism could 
only concur with a Christian life and 


There was a great deal of false cir- 
culating through the world in the 
name of so-called internationalism, he 
said. 

“This has been properly called col- 
loidal internationalism by those illus- 
trating it from chemistry,” he went 
on, “or nothing but paste. A fair ex- 
ample of it has been furnished us by 
the Bolsheviki in Russia, leaders who 
loved everybody so well that they 
loved nobody. All that they have been 
able to accomplish is the complete ruin 
of their country. 

Where Patriotism Begins. 


“Patriotism begins with the love of 
home and family in the child. From 
that it extends to the love of our city, 
thence to the love of state and nation, 
and so on to a love that is broad enough 
to include all mankind. There is noth- 
ing inconsistent in the narrowest local 
patriotism and the broadest love of the 
race as a whole, but to be worth while 
it must begin with that which is near- 
est and dearest to us. 

‘Patriotism is not simply an affec- 
tion for places. If it were no more than 
that it would not rise above the height 
of animals, which show the sharpest 
affection for their native abodes. The 
Jews were patriots before they had a 
country, and have continued to be long 
after they have lost their country. True 
patriotism must base itself on devotion 
to the principles for which the country 
stands.”’ 

The bishop did not have much faith 
in democracy alone as a cure-all for 
mankind’s evils. The purpose of our 
constitution, he said, was to protect the 
rights of minorities against unlimited 
democracy, to lay down certain fixed 
principles which democracy itself must 
not transgress. For our democracy 
to be a blessing to the world, it must 
be an instructed, a God-fearing democ- 
racy. While our soldiers abroad were 
making the world safe for democracy. 
our duty here was, by the right sort of 
instruction and discipline for our chil- 
dren, to make democracy safe for the 
world. 

In conclusion he made an earnest plea 
for Liberty Bonds, declaring that it was 
no time for our dollars to take fright 
and hide themselves when our soldiers 
were risking their lives in France.

Dublin, April 21.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Throughout [Ireland today the 
covenant to resist the imposition of 
conscription by all possible means has 
been administered by priests and sub- 
scribed to in a quiet, uneffusive manner 
by hundreds of thousands of people. 
From every Catholic pulpit conscription 
was the subject of discourse and the 
action of the bishops and political lead- 
ers was explained. 

The assemblies where the pledge was 
taken ‘were generally outside the 
the churches, sometimes in the open 
air, sometimes in a hall. The prac- 
tice followed in many cases was for the 
priest to read the pledge, sentence by 
sentence, the people reciting after him.

Lines and U. S. Troops 
Sustained Heavy Losses. 


AMERICANS RALLIED 
AND DROVE GERMANS 


By Brilliant Counter At- 
tack Pershing’s Men, Aid- 
ed by French Troops, Suc- 
ceeded in Re-establishing 
Lines — Fighting Contin- 
ued All Day and Night. 


New York, April 21.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The German high command, 
having been unsuccessful. in piercing 
the British front in Flanders and sep- 
arating the British and French armies, 
has essayed ae stroke against the 
Americans and the French northwest 
of Toul—-and here also Teuton strategy 
seemingly has failed utterly to bring 
its plans to fruition. 

Although the Germans attacked in 
waves with greatly superior numbers 
of men, the Americans and Frenchmen 
have held all their positions and in- 
flicted heavy losses on the enemy. 
What gains were made in the initial 
onslaughts have been entirely retrieved 
and Sunday night saw the American 
and French lines restored 

The latest Berlin 


official communi- 
cation asserts that in the drive 183 
American prisoners and 25 machine 
Suns were captured by the Germans, 
who cut their way for about a mile 
and a@ quarter into the American lines 
at Seicheprey. There has. been no con- 
firmation of this statement, or of the 


that the Americans sus- 
tained heavy casualties. 


AMERICANS TOOK 
VERY HEAVY TOLL. 


It seems evident, however, that the 
fight was a bitter one and that it 
was the ambition of the Specially train- 
ed Germans to crush the Americans, 
Everything the enemy had in stock 
was brought into Play in the fighting 
which lasted from Saturday well into 
Sunday.

Berlin, April 21.—(Via London.)— 
The capture of 183 American prisoners 
and twenty-five machine guns by the 
Germans is claimed in the official re- 
port from headquarters today. The 
German storm troops, it is also declar- 
ed, advanced to a depth of two kilo- 
meters (about a mile and a quarter) 
into the American lines at Seicheprey. 

The Americans, the statement adds. 
sustained heavy losses. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“On the battle fronts reciprocal 
reconnaissances led to violent infantry 
engagements. Near La Bassee, Lens and 
Albert there was a lively firing duel: 
also between the Avre and the Oise 
the artillery activity at many times 
was spirited. 

“Between the Oise and the Moselle, 
lower Saxon battalions attacked the 
Americans in their positions near 
Seicheprey. They stormed the place 
and pressed forward as far as two 
kilometers into the enemy lines. Minor 
enemy counter attacks were repulsed, 
and strong attempts to attack wore 
held down and frustrated. . 

“In the night our storming troops, 
after the destruction of enemy works, 
returned to their lines of departure. 
The losses of the Americans were ex- 
traordinarily high. One hundred and 
eighty-three Americans, including five 
officers, were taken prisoner and 25 
machine guns were captured.

THE WHITEHALL JOB. 


Although the Fulton county commission- 


! ers three months ago pledged the county 


to assume Atlanta’s one-third share of the 


total expense of repaving Whitehall street ; 


from the viaduct to the railroad crossing, 
not a step has been taken toward the com- 


pletion of this vitally important project. 


Now the county, weary. of waiting, has 
notified the city that unless something is 


done to put the improvement under way on 


or before May 1 it will withdraw its offer 
and transfer its Whitehall appropriation for 
application elsewhere in the city where the 
property owners are more alert. 

Thus it is apparent that something must 


_ be done, and done at once, or the Lord only 
‘knows what will become of Whitehall be 


fore repairs can be made. 

An investigation by The Constitution as 
to the cause for the delay in starting this 
proposed improvement brought to light the 
fact that it was being held up because the 
requisite 51 per cent of the abutting prop- 
erty owners concerned had not signed up 
to pay the property owners’ one-third of the 
cost, and that the reason for their seeming 
negligence in the matter is attributable to 
the fact that not one of them has been 4ask- 
ed to sign up—in fact, that nobody has even 
gone to the trouble of listing the property 
owners and presenting a petition for them 
to sign! / 

The Constitution, therefore, took it upon 
itself to prepare such a list, which is pre- 
sented elsewhere in this issue—a complete 
list of the owners of every foot of property 
abutting on Whitehall from the viaduct to 
the intersection of Whitehall and the rail- 
road—and as soon as possible these prop- 
erty owners will be visited in behalf of the 
improvement project. 

Whitehall and Peachtree streets consti- 


tute the main traffic artery of Atlanta, bi- 


secting the city clear through the center, 
from the southérn to the northern boundary 
lines. That part of Whitehall lying between 
the viaduct and Trinity avenue is the most 
extensively used stretch of street in the 
city, and, perhaps, in the entire south. 
Within those few blocks is the very heart of 
Atlanta’s retail and shopping district; and 
the pavement throughout that distance is so 
worn and so full of gaping holes as to ren 


\ der vehicular travel over it almost danger 


ous. And its condition is getting worse, of 
course, every time a hoof or a wheel passes 
over it! 

Some of the property abutting upon that 
street is valued as high as $8,000 a front 


foot.

Simply and solely because of the vast 
numbers of people who pass over the street.

MORE FARM MACHINERY. 


Suppose a farmer had a large field of hay 
to harvest, and had a force of “hands” em- 
ployed to cut it with scythes; then, that the 
workmen were to quit suddenly, and no oth- 
ers could be found to take their places. What 
would be the logical, sensible, business-like 
thing for the farmer to do: To sail in and 
save what hay he could by his own labor 
and leave the rest to waste? 

Not by any manner of means! It would 
be for him to hike to town, buy a mowing 
machine and cut the hay—all of it—himself, 
and make a better and a quicker and a 
cheaper job of it than any gang of hand- 
toilers could have done. : 

Here is suggested a fundamental solu- 
tion to the so-called “farm labor problem” 
that has arisen to form a somewhat perplex- 
ing by-product of the war. 

Men by the thousands have been called 
from the farm to the colors, and more are 
yet to be called; and concurréntly the de- 
mand for increased food crops production 
is growing more imperative. 

“How,” asks the farmer, “am I to raise 
more food crops when the army is taking 
my men from my fields?” 

The perplexity thus arising has involved 
official Washington, and congress is today 
struggling with it. 

It may be, so urgent is the increasing 
demand for food, that the government may 
resort to conscripting city dwellers to work 
on the farms. It already has made farm 
employment a valid ground for temporary 
exemption .from military service—necessa- 
rily to the detriment of the latter. 

But the farmers themselves can solve 
the problem, to a very large extent, any- 
how, by providing themselves with machin- 
ery and improved implements, whereby one 
man and a machine can release from three 
to ten men without machines for service 
under arms. 

For instance, a man with a tractor can 
do more plowing or more hauling: or more 
cultivating or more harvesting than could 
from five to fifteen men in the old-fashioned 
primitive “by-hand” methods. 

Then why not get a tractor, Mr. Prosper- 
ous Farmer, and let four or fourteen of your 
five or fifteen “hands” go to war? 

Another point: If the government con- 
scripts city labor for work on the farms, 
those men are not going to be sent to the 


farms to work with “skooters,” hoes and 


scythes. They are going to be senj to the 


farms where their time and their labor will 


be productive of maximum results; in other 
words, to the farms that are equipped with 
modern plows, cultivators and harvesting 
machinery! 

This “farm-labor problem” need not be 
any problem at all.

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| Several | Bishops | May Be Elected 
When Methodists Meet in Atlanta 


_ By REV. THOS. M. ELLIOTT 


The quadrennial session of the Southern 
Methodist general conference, which is to be 
held in this city beginning May 2, promises 
to be one of the most interesting and highly 
important religious meetings ever conduct- 
ed in Atlanta, due to the great number of 
weighty and vital matters pertaining to 
Methodist polity that are to be deliberated 
upon. The conference will be attended by 
some 350 leading Methodist ministers and 
laymen coming to represent the 47 annual 
conferences constituting the Southern Meth- 
odist connection, some coming from China, 
Japan, Mexico and Cuba. The Wesley 
Memorial church will be the place of meet- 
ing and daily sessions will be held for about 
three weeks. 

Among the important measures to be con- 
sidered by this conference are those of 
Methodist union and reorganization, the in- 
creased activity of laymen, and possibly 
some revision of episcopal powers, as well 
as thdse pertaining to missions, Sunday 
schools and education. 


Great Law-Making Bedy. 

As its name implies, the general confer- 
ence is the chief conference of the Methodist 
system of church government, constituted of 
selected leaders of the connection, meeting 
every four years, and is ‘the one law-making 
body of the church. This session of the 
Southern Methodist conference will be the 
eighteenth to have been held since the divi- 
sion of American Methodism into two 
branches in 1844. 

Although the general conference is the 
law-making body of Methodism, composed of 
equal numbers of ministers and laymen, there 
are restrictions thrown about it. regulating 
its deliberations and beyond which it ie 
practically impossible for the conference to 
go. It has full power to make rules and 
regulations for the church, provided it does 
not revoke, alter, or change the articles of 
religion, or establish new doctrines contrary 
to those already established, or change any 
part or rule of church government so as to 
do away with episcopacy or destroy the 
plan of itinerant general superintendency. 
The general conference is: restrained’ from 
revoking or changing the general rules of 
the church, or doing away with the privileges 
of ministers of trial by a committee and of 
appeal, or the privileges of a member. 

However, there is provision made for 
changing any of the mentioned restrictions 
when such desire for change is expressed by 
three-fourths of all the voting members of 
the various annual conferences and a two- 
thirds majority of the following general con- 
ference, except the restriction referring to 
the change of articles of religion, which can 
only be changed when all the annual con- 
ferences of the connection and the gen- 
eral conference by a two-thirds majority 
so recommend. Should any change in 
the constitution of the church be made 
in keeping with the mentioned limitations, 
the college of bishops, should they deem it 
unconstitutional, may object to the proposed 
change. To make the proposed change ef- 
fective, the general conference shall adhere 
to its recommendation by a two-thirds ma- 
jority vote. 


Entertainment of Delegates. 


For several weeks Methodists of Atlanta 
have been making arrangements for the com- 
ing of the general conference delegates, and. 
the large number of visitors who will be here 
during the time. In addition to the fund pro- 
vided by each annual conference for the ex- 
penses of its delegates the churches of this 
city have raised a fund of $2,000 for enter- 


SR Dr. J. H. Eakes, presiding elder 


of the North Atianta district, is chairman of 
the committee on entertainment, and is as- 
sisted by Rev. W..H. LaPrade, Jr., presid- 
ing elder of the South Atlanta district. Judge 
John §S. Candler is chairman of the local 
committee on entertainment, and E. W. Mar- 
tin is chairman of the committee on hotel 
accommodations. Judge Candler, W. M. 
Nixon, H. Y. McCord, T. K. Glenn and J. A. 
Manget compose the finance committee. The 
Atlanta Hotel Men’s association and the At- 
lanta Convention bureau have been in close 
co-operation with the conference committees 
in making necessary previous arrangements. 

Official delegates to the conference will 
be quartered in the various hotels of the city, 
and will pay their own expenses. Since the 
com: ~e on: entertainment anticipate an 
attendance upon the conference of more than 
a thousand visitors it will be necessary for 
homes and boarding houses to assist in their 
entertainment. Private homes in position to 
care for visitors are requested to get in 
touch with the headquarters of the Atlanta 
Convention bureau, 404 Chamber of Com- 
merce building. The Piedmont hotel has 
been selected as headquarters and registra- 
tion office. 


Opening Session Thursday. 

The opening session of the conference will 
be held Thursday morning, May 2, in the 
Wesley Memorial church, Auburn avenue. 
Bishop Eugene R. Hendrix, of Kansas City, 
Mo., senior bishop of the church, will pre- 
side at the opening session, which will be 


devoted largely to organizing and appoint-_ 


ing committees. The other bishops of the 
church are Bishop J. S. Key, of Sherman, 
Tex.; Bishop H. C. Morrison, of Leesburg, 
Fla.; Bishop. W. A. Candler, of Atlanta: 
Bishop E. BE. Hoss, of Nashville, Tenn.; 
Bishop James Atkins, of Waynesville, N. C.; 
Bishop Collins Denny, of Richmond, Va.; 
Bishop J. C. Kilgo, of Charlotte, N. C.; Bishop 


‘‘W. B. Murrah, of Memphis, Tenn.; Bishop W. 


R. Lambuth, of Nashville; Bishop R. G. 
Waterhouse, of Los Angeles, Cal.; Bishop E. 
D. Mouzon, of Dallas, Tex., and Bishop J. H. 
McCoy, of Birmingham, Ala. The bishops 
will preside over the conference one day each 
in successive order. 

On Thursday night of the opening day a 
welcome service and reception will be given 
at the Wesley Memorial church. It is un- 
derstood that Governor Dorsey will welcome 
the delegates on behalf of the state, Mayor 
Candler on behalf of the city, and Rev. J. E. 
Dickey, D. D., on behalf of Georgia Method- 
ism. Response to weleome addresses is 
usually delivered by the senior bishop. If 
the custom is followed in this conference, 
Bishop E. R. Hendrix will deliver the re- 
sponse. 

It has been announced unofficially that 
one or two bishops will be superannuated on 
account of failing health, and that from 
three to five new bishops .will be elected. 
Should this be the case, much inter will 
be aroused in the election of the newW bish- 
ops. No one can possibly foretell who will 
be chosen, as electing is done by ballot. 
Three of the four men spoken of very promi- 
nently in this connection are Georgia men, 
Rev. J. E. Dickey, D. D., of Atlanta First 
Methodist church; Rev. W. N. Ainsworth, 
D. D., of Savannah Wesley Monumental 
church, and Rev. H. M. DuBose, D. D., book 
editor and editor of the Quarterly Review, 
of Nashville, Tenn., but a member of the 
North Georgia conference. Other prominent 
men receiving consideration are Rev. W. F. 
McMurray, of Louisville, Ky., correspond- 
ing secretary of the church extension board, 
and Rev. H. M. Dobbs, of Dallas, Texfs.

THE BOOKWORM. 

Heré is a characteristic description of a 
girl whose education is poorly balanced: 

I would like your advice about my six- 
teen-year-old daughter, who is an object of 
anxiety to me because of a family history of 
tuberculosis. She is 61 inches tall, weighs 
102 pounds, has good complexion, but is 
troubled with chronic post-nasal sore throat. 
Her tonsils and adenoids were removed sev- 
eral years ago. She is very constipated, and 
has sluggish function. She has several severe 
colds each winter, when the chronic sore- 
ness becomes acute and spreads through her 
chest, apparently. She walks a mile to 
school, but carries a criminally heavy load 
of books. She stands next the head of her 
class in the academy and is too busy to 
spend much time outside, other than the 
walks to school. Music and reading are her 
recreations. Short of stopping school, can 
you suggest anything for her? (Mrs. C. O. O.) 

This particular school system is radically 
wrong. It deals with girls and boys as 
though they were mere brains without any 
bodies attached. It neglects physical educa- 
tion, and strive to turn out highbrows, top- 
heavy, self-sufficient young men and women 
who are illy équipped to tackle the world. 

The physical body demands a show. You 
can’t leave it out of consideration and make 
a success of education. If the schools are 
unprepared to attend to the physical train- 
ing of girls and boys, and too often they are 
unprepared, it becomes the duty of parents 
to look after that vital part of education 
personally. ‘ 

It is rather a misfortune for a high- 
school student to be a contender for scho- 
lastic honors, because it does just what the 
system is doing to the girl described in the 
letter—it blinds the poor little girl to her 
need of physical training and it turns her 
mother’s head so that the thing is rather 
encouraged. , 

If she were my daughter she would drop 
about two subjects, or rather leave school an 
hour a day for regular gymnasium or other 
carefully supervised physical training, I 
should feel as much responsibility as a per- 
ent for the girl's future health and happiness 
as for her present small eminence in s¢hol- 
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arship. Better an average girl, say a sev- 
enty-nine per cent scholar, with a wel)- 
trained body and the natural beauty and 
womanliness that go with it, than a poor 
sickly little highbrow riding for all she is 
worth to that physical collapse of adolesc- 
ence which is graced by the pleasant name 
of neurasthenia, or as some would call it, 
nervous prostration. The best name for it is 
really “nervous prostitution,” for it is 
brought about by prostituting the nervous 
system at the expense of physical health. |

Washington, April 21.—(Spectal.)—The 
Southern Commercial Congress has begun a 
vigorous campaign to scure a federal order 
favoring high density gin compression 80 4s 
to economize car and ship space for the 
movement of the next crop of cotton.

Would Solve 
Transportation Problems. 

There is no question that square foot 
space, and gross tonnage are among the se- 
rious problems that confront the shipping 
interests, both rail and water, at this time; 
and the former, at least, can be settled, so 
far as cotton shipments are concerned, largely 
by this order. 

High density gin compression will not 
only solve the present serious difficulties 
of transportation facilities, both by land and 
water, but it will also solve the many ur- 
gent reforms so long demanded for securing 
a betfer bale, and economies in tare, insur- 
ance, ocean rates, country damage, waste in 
samples, etc, 

Immediate adaptation of the system of 
high density gin compression would auto- 
matically save to railroads five-sixths of 
the cars now employed in the movement ot 
the. cotton and 20 per cent of the ships now 
required. As all of the cotton intended for 
New England mills is to be hereafter routed 
through southern ports the importance of 
baling cotton to meet the steamship require- ‘ 
ments becomes much more imperative.

One Reason For 
Recent Depression. 


“The recent heavy depression in the price 
of spot cotton amounting to more than 6 
cents per pound has heen due largely to the 
inability of the transportation facilities of 
the south to move the cotton from congested 
centers to the mills for consumption. Had 
the crop of 1917 been baled on high density 
gin compresses and maximum car loadings 
then made from initial points of shipment, 
existing difficulties of the cotton trade 
would ‘have been removed and thousands of 
bales of cotton would have been consumed 
into cotton goods which are now awaiting 
shipment at congested concentrating points 
all over the cotton belt. The cotton milis 
have had serious difficulty in getting sup- 
plies of new cotton and in many instances 
have been forced to shut down for days and 
weeks at a time. 

“The government intends that priority 
shall be first given to the transportation of 
men, supplies, ammunition and other essen- 
tial requirements of the army in this country 
and our army and allies overseas. Only a 
lintited number of cars and ships will be 
available for the movement of the cotton 
crop next faH and winter. The more cars 
required to move 100 bales of cotton the 
few hundred bales will be moved. If the 
crop is congested at local and concentrat- 
ing recompress plants beyond the ability of 
the railroads to move it because of the low 
density of compression, the market for cot- 
ton will necessarily be depressed and price 
automatically lowered or estopped entirely 
until such objections are relieved. Now the 
cotton growers of the south will be the 
greatest sufferers from such a condition. 
because depression in the price of cotton 
affects only the growers, the fixed charge« 
of all kinds against the bales remaining th+ 
same, regardless’ of the fluctuations in valu.

PRIVATE DEMAND 
UN STEEL DECLINES 


Government Requirements 

Have More Than Propor- 
tionately’ Increased, Inter- 
est Centering Largely on 
Ship Steel. 


New York, April 21.—There was a 
steady decline in the demand for com- 
mercial steel during last week, but the 
government requirements have more 
than proportionately increased. In- 
terest centers largely in ship steel. 


There is a heavy call for plates and 
most mills are working at full capac- 
ity. In the central west some of the 
most important interests are concen- 
trating on gsavernment work. A fall- 
ing off of private enterprise has been 
particularly marked in bridge build- 
ing. Consumption of structural steel, 
however, has been increased by a num- 
ber of plant extensions. 

Increased coke receipts and im- 
proved traffic conditions have aided 
furnace operations and the out turn of 
iron has materially improved. But de- 
mand has fully kept pace with it, so 
that the scarcity of iron is as keenly 
felt as ever. 

The production of copper promises 
to be ample for all demands. 

Lead continues quiet, as most of the 
larger consumers are well covered by 
contracts, and shipments are coming 
forward with greater irregularity. 

The position of tin is serious and 
the Straits and Banks grades are un- 
obtainable, and for Chinese, the hold- 
ers ask exorbitant prices.

| In northern fiel4é, as well as in the 
south, French troops have taken their 
places beside the British and the al- 
lied forces are not unwilling for a 
renewal of the crucial conflict of the 
war. Asa matter of fact, French rein- 
forcements have been in the Bailleul 
: and Kemmel] regions for some days and 
their coming brought new life to the 
| valliant, but dog-tired men who had 
been struggling against such great odds 
since April 9. 

Clemenceau at Front. 

Premier Clemenceau visited the a)- 
lied soldiers this morning and passed 
cheering words to them. The French 
Statesman was greatly pleased with 


conditions in the north. He said so, 
and he looked it. He also was high 
in his praise for the magnificent de- 
fense the British made before the ar- 
rival ‘of French assistance. He re- 
viewed one battle-worn division of 
British troops, which finally had been 
enabled to leave the line for rest after 
the French arrived. 

M. Clemenceau appreciated them 


and they liked him as they ld him 
when they gave three ringing cheers 
for France and for Clemenceau. 

The troops and officers of the two 
flags already are working together 
as if they always had been doing the 
same. One might have expected dif- 
ficulties of language, but not so. Some 
ungrammatical French is being 
spoken on one side, and there are cer- 
tain peculiarities in the English talk 
by the other, but between the men 
they are getting along famously, and 
there is no hitch in the proceedings. 
The best part of it is that they are 
thoroughly enjoying the association. 

The poilus and Tommies meet one 
another like Pe lost brothers and 
are carrying on like comrades of a 
hundred battles. They are fine fel- 
lows, these French soldiers, and no 
more magnificent troops have been 
seen on the front than these clean-cut 
chaps, who make love to the village 
lassies like courtiers and fight like 
devils. It is not amiss to say that 
they were welcome when they ar- 
rived, for the enemy was pressing the 
tired British with tremendous forces. 

They came in good time. They went 
into action in the regton of Kemmel 
on the 18th, which was the day of 
their arrival, and within a couple of 
hours of their advent they performed 
a gallant feat which won, for them the 
undying gratitude of the British divi- 
sion that was holding the hill. 


Severe Time for British. 

The British had a severe time at 
Kemmel April 17. Some of them were 
in the defenses on the hill and others 
had been drawn up about the southern 
base on an elevation and told that they 
must hold this line at all costs. The 
German hordes swept forward against 
them in waves, but they clung to. their 
posts throughout bitter hours. The 
positions about Kemmel were retained, 
but a little south of the hill the Ger- 
mans pushed in and surrounded Done- 
gal farm, which was being held by a 
subaltern and twelve Tommies. 

When the French came up on the 
18th, Donegal was No Man’s Land and 
no word had been received concerning 
its little garrison. The British were 
not at the moment in sufficient force 
to bring relief. The French waited 
only to hear the story of the situation 


before organizing a big raid. 

It was then about dusk. An attack 
on Donegal was immediately carried 
out, and the poilus found the subaltern 
and his dozen men dead, and about 
them were the bodies of fifty Ger- 
mans. 

The French came back with word of 
the situation and brought with them 
a number of German prisoners from 
beyond the farm. This piéce of chivalry 
spread among the British and drove 
the entering wedge for the friemdship 
‘which followed. 

The situation last night along the 
front was generally quiet and un- 
changed. There was the uspal artil- 
lery firing, but most of the’ infantry 
actions were small operations. Dur- 
ing the night the British pushed for- 
ward and improved their line east of 
Riez du Vinage, and they also carried 
out a satisfactory movement at Hinges 
bridge, south of Pacaut forest. 

An attempted enemy advance against 
the British positions on Frezenberg 
spur, northeast of Ypres, was stopped 
by artillery fire. East of Arras the 
Germans tried to rush some gun pits 
that were captured by the British yes- 
terday, but the attack was répulsed. 


Airmen Do Great Damage. 


Parties of the enemy are continually 
trying to get over the abandoned area 
north of Ypres, but up to the present 
all these attempts have been stopped 
by artillery and machine gun fire. 

The airmen continue to do great dam- 
age over the enemy areas. Friday night 
direct hits were obtained with bombs 
on three trains standing in the 
i}Chaulnes junction, and an ammunition 
|train at Rosieres was blown up. 

' An unusual air battle was staged 

last evening near Vaire between a Brit- 
|ish and a German plane. The aviators 
‘engaged in a heated exchange of ma- 
‘chine gun bullets as they circled and 
‘swerved about each other. At times 

they were nearly touching as they ma- 

neuvered for position. Finally the 
| werman, in a mad sweep to get where 
|he could operate his gun to better ad- 
| vantage, crashed into the British pilot. 
|The collision was terrific and both 
|} machines swirled earthward in flames. 

A ctrious incident has been reported 
'from the Merville sector. A few days 
j|ago a large herd of cows, which had 
, been abandoned, was still grazing in 


| No Man’s Land between Nieppe forest! 


‘and Merville. The British Tommies 
sat in their defenses for a long time, 
speculating longingly how fresh milk 
would taste. Finally the desire for 


milk became overpowering. Some 
pioneers ventured forth with tins

the cows. cing dai work in No 
Man’s Land these days the task of a 
man. 


The Germans continue to shell and 
bomb Amiens. Many buildings in the 
city have been demolished and the 
famous cathedral has suffered con- 
siderable damage, mainly from broken 
windows. The detonations of bombs 
or shells dropped in the square front- 
ing the cathedral have destroyed a 
large amount of stained glass, dating 
back a hitfndred years or more, and ir- 
replaceable. Some chips have been 
broken from the walls of the edifice, 
but up to yesterday the building itself 
was little damaged. 

Werk of Medical Corps. 


No branch of the service has had a 
harder time or done more brilliant 
work since the inception of the offen- 
sive than the medical corps, which, by 
the way, has in its ranks many Ameri- 
can doctors, surgeons and nurses. 

When the Germans surged forward 
over their wide battle front and 
struck deep into the allied territory, 
they overran places where for a long 
time British advanced casualty clear- 
ing stations had been established. It 
is an arduous task to move a field 
hospital, with its heavy equipment, to 
say nothing of hundreds of wounded 
men, who almost always fill the 


wards. 

Although some of the weighty ma- 
terial was lost, these hospitals were 
pulled back, and not only that but 
the medical corps, so to speak, fought 
a rear guard action by establishing 
emergency stations as they retired and 
taking care of newly wounded who 
were continually streaming back from 
the neighboring battle iines. 

It was only about ten days ago that 
the correspondent was talking with a 
medical officer in a casuaity clearing 
station in the back area, where only a 
few wounded had yet arrived. The 
correspondent was curious as to the 
lack of patients, in view of the great 
number of men necessarily wounded, 
and made inquiries. 

“We have a very few cases from the 
front as yet, because the advanced sta- 
tions have been taking care of them,” 
replied the doctor, simply.

| Tonnage Totals 514,000__De- 
liveries Begin This Month 
and Continue for Year.

Tokio, Monday, April 156.—(By the As- 
‘sociated Press.)—Negotiations which 
have been in progress for some time 
| between Roland S. Morris, the American 
ambassador to Japan, and the Japanese

MORE IMPORTS PLACED 
ON RESTRIGTED LIST 


Action of War Trade Board 
Expected to Release Lot 
of Shipping. 


Washington, April 21.—Additions to 
the list of restricted imports announced 
today by the war trade board are ex- 
pected to release 157,000 dead-weight 
tons of shiping for war uses, making a 
total of 1,657,000 tons which will be 
available annually, until the war is 
won, through lessening déemands for 
foreign goods which the country can do 
without. 

The largest single item on the list of 
savings is quebracho wood, used in tan- 
ning,-the restriction on this being esti- 
mated to save 28,000 tons. The wood 
still can be brought in if carried as 
deckload or in vessels unfit for essen- 
tial imports, this exception being made 
so as to upset domestic industry as lit- 
tle as possible. 

Hearings were held on suggestions to 
restrict many of the commodities so 
that business men might say exactly 
what effect the restrictions would have 
on industries. 

Inclusion of many commodities in the 
restricted list does not mean that any 
appreciable shortage will result, as 
the effort has been to include those of 
which there is an ample supply on 
hand, twhich can be produced at home, 
or obtained overland from adjacent 
countries. 

The new restrictions, effective May 
13. do not permit the importation of 
goods originating in other countries, 
but coming through designated coun- 
tries where the restrictions are not ap- 
Plicable. The prohibited articles and 
; exceptions follow: 

; Lime, tale and soapstone, except ship- 
iments from Canada. 

Shellfish, except from Canada and 
New Foundland (does not include crab- 
meat from Japan.) 

Molybendum, except from Canada and 
Mexico.
